* Having updated the Security training for John’s position two years ago we have scheduled update training for 
this fiscal year, so Surf Pines will remain in compliance with the relatively new state requirement for Security 
personnel. John also attended Emergency Fire Management training and has shared that information with you 
in the last issue of The Breeze. 


it has been a busy year for the Board. There are four main issues we addressed: 


¢ Charter Communication: 

What did we do: We signed installation and service agreements that are required by law, which will give Surf 
Pines residents a higher quality of transmission lines because of the new and replaced equipment. We received 
$66,000 for a seven-year period, of which six years are left, and we will manage the issue. The contract includes 
a requirement that the Surf Pines Board is allowed to approve the placement of any new equipment. They have 
not yet asked for placement. And a reminder, we refused to give them resident information. The signed contract 
is available for reading on the web site. 


- Jason Palmberg development plans: 
In March of 2014, Jason Palmberg and the Three J’s Real Estate Company completed the purchase of the 


Wideman home at the north end of Easy Way Drive, east of the gate off of Surf Pines Lane. What did we do: We 
created a contract with Mr. Palmberg and his partners documenting the use and maintenance payment for Surf 
Pines Lane east of Easy Way. The document is available on the web site for those interested in reading it. Surf 
Pines is paid $2,000 annually, and $500 development fee for each new home as well as annual road maintenance 
payments of 50% of the Surf Pines residents amount. The residents have no access to the beach through Surf 
Pines.

Experts from the local 
community and scientists from our local universities will provide advice and information for us. Susie 
Brown, a Sea Breeze resident who is a Master Gardener in two states, will seek out the scientific 
experts, and be assisted by anyone in the community who wants to be involved. She has already 
engaged Chip Bu bel, OSU Weed Management expert and he will come for an evening of lecture and 
discussion early in the winter to further inform us. A copy of Bu bel’s “Weed Management’ is available 
from Susie Brown. 


By the next Annual Meeting we will ask you to make a decision about herbicides to control noxious 

weeds on Surf Pines public paths, park and road sides. The choices may include: 

1. Use any herbicide deemed necessary 

2. Use herbicides only when all options for sand spurs and other invasive weeds has failed, given the 
best practices and efforts of volunteers and staff 

3. Never use herbicides no matter the extent of the problem
